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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee 
of  the  County  Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report,  which  is  mainly 
statistical,  on  the  state  of  the  health  of  the  County  of  Berkshire. 

The  general  death-rate  showed  a decrease,  and  the  birth-rate  an  increase 
compared  with  the  previous  two  years. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  showed  a marked  decrease  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 

An  extension  of  the  Ante-natal  services,  whereby  non-insured  patients  can 
obtain  free  Ante-natal  examinations  by  their  own  medical  practitioner,  was 
mitiated  in  June.  Increasing  use  is  being  made  of  these  facilities  and  the 
scheme  is  working  satisfactorily. 

The  work  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders,  and  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  Acts,  increased  during  the  year  and  an  Assistant  Veterinary  Officer 
was  appointed. 

I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Committee  for  their  help  and  support, 
and  the  staff  for  the  way  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 
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The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  1935  was  43-2  per  1,000  live  births 
compared  with  41-54  in  1934.  The  rate  in  urban  districts  was  42  in  1935, 
and  44-7  in  1934,  and  in  the  rural  districts  43-9  in  1935  and  39-9  in  1934. 

The  rate  of  infantile  mortality  in  England  and  Wales  for  1935  was  57 
per  1,000  live  births. 

Of  the  136  deaths  of  children  under  1 year,  85  were  certified  as  being 
due  to  congenital  debihty  or  premature  birth. 

The  following  table  gives  the  average  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  period 
1925-34,  the  rate  for  1935,  and  the  number  of  deaths  in  each  urban  and  rural 
district.

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1935  was  3*93 
per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  the  County  varies  from  year  to  year,  the 
lowest  recorded  being  1-18  in  1909,  and  the  highest  6-54  in  1934.  The  average 
rate  for  the  ten  years  1924-1935  was  3-7. 

Investigations  were  made  into  all  maternal  deaths,  and  reports  sent  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

There  are  63  local  district  nursing  associations  affiliated  to  the  Berkshire 
County  Nursing  Association,  employing  69  nurses  who  are  also  certified 
midwives.  They  undertake  midwifery,  maternity  and  general  nursing,  and 
health  visiting  in  their  areas. 

There  are  6 independent  nursing  associations  who  employ  9 midwives 
anO  undertake  the  general  nursing  work  in  their  districts.  Six  nursing 
associations  outside  the  administrative  County  employ  midwives  who  attend 
midwifery  cases  within  the  County. 

Grants  are  made  by  the  County  Council  to  voluntary  associations  providing 
maternity  and  child  welfare  services  in  the  County.  In  some  instances  grants 
ai-e  made  towards  the  purchase  and  upkeep  of  motor  cars  for  the  nurses. 

The  health  visiting  is  done  by  whole-time  nurses  employed  by  the  County 
Oujncil  in  areas  where  the  local  associations  do  not  undertake  this  work.

Hospital  accommodation  for  lying-in  women. — Grants  were  made  to  the 
Roj’al  Berkshire  Hospital,  Reading,  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  and  the 
King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  Windsor,  based  on  the  number  of  patients  suffering 
from  abnormal  conditions  associated  with  pregnancy  who  were  admitted 
during  the  j^ear  to  the  several  hospitals  from  that  portion  of  the  County 
administered  by  the  County  Council  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  purposes.

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

All  of  the  22  centres  in  the  administrative  County  are  provided  and 
maintained  by  voluntary  associations,  but  annual  grants  are  made  by  the 
Count 3^  Council.  The  total  number  of  attendances  at  all  centres  during  the

Ante  natal  clinics  are  also  held  at  Abingdon,  Ascot,  Childrey,  East  Hendred, 
Finchampstead,  Kingston  Lisle,  Lambourn,  Longworth,  Wallingford,  Wantage, 
and  Wokingham. 

The  home  visiting  in  connection  with  the  centres  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  whole-time  Visitors  or  by  the  District  Nurses. 

The  County  Council’s  scheme  whereby  every  non-insured  woman  can 
obtain  free  ante  natal  examination  by  her  own  medical  practitioner  was 
commenced  in  June,  1 935.  Arrangements  were  made  with  general  practitioners, 
and  all  practising  mid  wives  in  the  County  were  notified  and  advised  to 
recommend  their  patients  to  take  advantage  of  the  scheme.  From  June  to 
December,  1935,  282  cases  were  examined. 


The  Midwives  Acts,  1902,  1918  and  1926. 
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THE  MIDWIVES  ACTS,  1902,  1918  AND  1926. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1935,  168  women  gave  notice  of 
their  intention  to  practise  as  midwives  in  the  County.  Of  this  number  15 
left  the  Count}",  6 ceased  to  practise  and  one  died,  leaving  146  on  the  register 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  these,  88  were  employed,  and  their  salaries  paid, 
by  local  nursing  associations,  28  were  independent  midwives  engaged  in 
domiciliary  midwifery,  11  were  employed  in  the  Public  Assistance  Institutions, 
5 in  Hospitals,  and  14  in  private  nursing  homes. 

Midwives  belonging  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  were  inspected  by 
^liss  G.  R.  Skinner,  who  has  been  appointed  by  the  County  Council  as 
‘‘  Superintendent  of  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives  throughout  the  area  of  the 
County  covered  by  the  Association.” 

All  other  JMidwives  are  inspected  by  Miss  A.  E.  Dutton,  one  of  the  whole- 
time Health  Visitors  on  the  County  staff. 

Four  hundred  arid  twelve  routirie  inspectioris  were  made  by  the  inspectors. 
On  receipt  of  a notification  of  sepsis  or  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  special 
mquiries  were  at  once  made.

The  number  of  notifications  of  sending  for  medical  help  showed  an 
increase,  there  being  832  in  1935  compared  with  775  in  1934. 

Medical  practitioners  are  entitled  to  claim  their  fees  from  the  County 
Coimcil  for  services  performed  in  cases  to  which  they  have  been  called  by 
midwives.  These  fees  are  recoverable  from  the  patients  according  to  their 
means. 

During  the  year  £1,084  2s.  6d.  was  paid  to  medical  practitioners  and 
£210  14s.  5d.  was  recovered  from  patients. 

It  is  estimated  that  77  per  cent,  of  the  births  registered  in  the  County 
during  the  year  1935  were  attended  by  certified  midwives. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  was  2,309.  1,798  were  notified  by 
midwives  and  511  by  doctors  or  parents.  The  number  of  births  registered 
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Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. 


was  2,558.  All  notification  of  births  received  are  copied  on  special  cards 
and  forwarded  to  the  Health  Visitor  for  the  area  in  order  that  the  home 
visitation  of  the  child  may  be  carried  out.  In  the  event  of  a birth  occurring 
in  Berkshire  and  the  parents’  usual  address  being  in  another  County,  particulars 
of  the  birth  are  forwarded  to  the  Authority  concerned. 

VACCINATION. 

The  returns  of  the  Vaccination  Officer  showed  that  1,109  certificates  of 
successful  primary  vaccination  were  received  and  that  there  were  1,550 
declarations  of  conscientious  objection. 

NURSING  HOMES  REGISTRATION  ACT,  1927. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  under  the  Nursing 
Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 

During  the  year  8 applications  for  registration  were  received,  of  which 
7 were  granted  and  one  was  refused  on  account  of  the  person  being  unqualified. 

Sixteen  certificates  were  cancelled  during  the  year,  the  Homes  being  of 
the  small  type  and  closed  owing  to  lack  of  patients. 

There  were  32  Homes  on  the  register  on  December  31st,  1935.  Of  this 
number,  10  made  provision  for  maternity  cases,  and  4 were  general  medical 
and  surgical  homes,  the  majority  of  the  remainder  being  for  convalescent 
and  senile  patients. 

Regular  inspections  of  the  Homes  were  made  by  members  of  the  County 
staff.

ORTHOPEDIC  CLINICS. 

Clinics  are  established  at  Sandhurst,  Wokingham,  Wallingford,  Wantage 
Newbury,  Windsor,  Maidenhead,  the  Royal  Berkshire  Hospital,  Reading,  and 
the  RafJciiffe  Infirmary,  Oxford.  They  are  all  worked  in  connection  with  the 


Tuberculosis. 
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Wingfield -Morris  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  and  regular  attendance  is  made  at 
the  clinics  by  the  Orthopaedic  surgeons.  With  the  exception  of  the  Royal 
Berkshire  Hospital,  the  clinics  are  under  the  management  of  local  Voluntary 
Committees,  incidental  expenses  being  met  by  private  donations,  contributions 
fi*om  the  Red  Cross  Society  and  patients’  payments. 

A grant  of  £100  is  made  by  the  County  Council  to  the  Wingfield-Morris 
Hospital  towards  clinic  expenses. 

During  the  year,  123  school  children  were  sent  to  the  clinics  for  treatment. 

Fifteen  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  ; 19  new  cases  with  orthopaedic  defects 
amongst  children  of  school  age  ; and  6 new  cases  with  orthopaedic  defects 
amongst  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  admitted  to  the  Wingfield-Morris 
Orthopaedic  Hospital  under  the  County  Council  scheme. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  1935,  primary  notifications  under  the  Public  Health 
(Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912,  were  received  for  198  Pulmonary  and  47 
Xon-pulmonary  cases,  making  a total  of  245  for  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  figures  for  Non-pulmonary  cases  show  little  variation  from  those  of 
1934,  but  it  is  to  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a definite  increase  in  the  number 
of  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.

Mortatjty. — The  number  of  certified  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis 
was  124.

During  the  year  361  new  cases  and  170  contacts  were  examined.  Of  this 
number  168  were  considered  to  be  tuberculous,  294  non-tuberculous,  and  69 
were  retamed  for  further  observation  as  suspected  cases. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Dispensaries  was  1,534. 

Consultations  with  General  Medical  Practitioners. — The  Tuberculosis 
Officers  had  140  personal,  and  572  other  consultations  with  medical  practi- 
tioners in  the  County  area. 

Home  Su'pervision. — The  Tuberculosis  Officers  made  2,220  visits,  and  the 
Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  3,318  visits  during  the  year. 

Home  Nursing. — Eight  new  cases  requiring  nursing  care  were  referred  to 
the  local  nursing  associations. 

Nursing  appliances,  obtained  from  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  at  a 
nominal  charge,  were  loaned  to  patients  as  required. 

Grants  of  extra  nourishment  and  of  financial  assistance  were  made  to 
certain  patients  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  United  Services  Fund, 
and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

Shelters  were  provided  for  the  use  of  patients  receiving  domiciliary 
treatment  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officers,  adequate  isolation 
could  not  otherwise  be  secured.  These  shelters  were  periodically  examined 
and  any  necessary  structural  repairs  carried  out. 

Beds  and  mattresses  were  loaned  to  necessitous  cases. 

Radiological  Examinations. — Facilities  for  these  investigations  were 
provided  at  Peppard  Sanatorium  and  at  the  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Headington,  the  majority  of  cases  examined  at  the  latter  institution 
being  in-patients  of  the  Abingdon  Sanatorium.  Ninety  nine  such  examinations 
were  made  in  1935. 

A certain  number  of  patients  had  already  been  examined  radiologically 
before  they  were  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  and  opportunity  for  the 
examination  of  their  radiograms  was  afforded  by  the  Radiologists  of  the

Collapse  Therapy. — Artificial  pneumothorax  refills  were  given  at  the 
homes  of  9 patients  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers.  Improvement  was  main- 
tained in  8 of  these  cases. 

Gold  Therapy. — Ten  patients  received  this  specialised  form  of  treatment 
during  the  year.  Five  showed  improvement,  no  material  change  being  noted 
in  the  remainder. 

Surgical  Appliances. — Nine  appliances,  made  in  the  workshops  of  the 
Wingfield-Morris  Hospital,  were  supplied  to  patients. 

Bacteriological  Examinations. — Five  hundred  and  fifty-nine  sputum 
examinations  were  made.  Tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  100  of  these  specimens. 

Outfits  for  the  collection  of  specimens  were  provided  free  of  charge. 

Public  Health  {Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  and  Public 
Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62. — Occasion  for  action  did  not  arise.

Specimens  for  examination  may  be  sent  to  the  Pathological  Laboratory 
of  the  Royal  Berkshire  Hospital,  Reading,  or  to  the  Pathological  Laboratory  of 
the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  but  in  the  case  of  the  Royal  Berkshire  Hospital, 
specimens  for  Wassermann’s  test  should  be  sent  direct  to  the  V.D.  Laboratory, 
St.  Thomas’s  Hospital,  Westminster,  S.W.l. 

Salvarsan,  or  one  of  its  substitutes,  is  supplied  from  the  treatment  centres 
under  certain  restrictions,  to  medical  practitioners.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases,  excluding  tuberculosis, 
was  651,  compared  with  1,134  in  1934. 

Smallpox. — No  case  was  reported  in  1935.  The  last  cases  notified  were, 
in  1928,  when  eight  were  reported. 

Diphtheria. — The  number  of  cases  notified  during  1935  was  200 
compared  with  312  in  1934.  The  number  of  deaths  was  10.  Of  the  200  cases, 
182  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  cases  were  notified, 
compared  with  553  in  1934.  There  was  one  death.  Two  hundred  and  one 
cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Enteric  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  11,  compared  with 
5 in  1934.  There  were  4 deaths.  Four  cases  were  notified  in  urban  districts 
and  7 in  the  rural  districts.  Six  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Cerebro-spinal  Fever. — Three  cases  were  notified  and  two  deaths 
occurred. 

Influenza. — During  1935,  21  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  influenza. 
The  average  number  for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  62. 

Diarrhcea. — During  the  ten  3^ears  1925-1934,  the  average  number  of 
deaths  under  two  years  of  age  from  diarrhoeal  diseases  was  8 per  annum  in  the 
whole  County,  giving  a rate  of  2*51  per  1,000  births.  In  1935  there  were  4 
deaths. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Fourteen  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  3 cases 
in  urban  districts  and  11  in  rural  districts.  There  were  3 deaths  in  the  urban 
districts  and  5 in  the  rural  districts.  The  number  of  cases  notified  in  1934 
was  8 and  the  number  of  deaths  was  6. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — Seven  cases  were  notified  in  1935,  compared  with 
16  in  1934. 

Erysipelas. — Thirty-eight  cases  were  notified  in  1935  as  against  66  in 
1934.  There  were  two  deaths. 

Ophtifalmia  Neonatorum. — During  the  year  11  cases  were  notified. 
One  case  was  tr(;ate(]  in  hospital  and  found  to  be  suffering  from  gonorrheal 
of)hthalmia.  All  cases  recovered  with  vision  unimpaired. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. — In  1935  two  cases  were  notified,  compared  with 
21  in  the  previous  year.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  increased  amount  of  work  in  supervising  the  milk  supply  required 
the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  Veterinary  Officer,  who  started  work  in 
May,  1935. 

The  Vetermary  Officers  undertake  the  routine  examination  of  registered 
herds  and  two  of  the  quarterly  examinations  of  the  accredited  herds. 

At  the  end  of  1934,  from  the  information  supplied  by  the  sanitary 
authorities,  it  was  found  there  were  1,040  registered  cowkeepersin  the  County. 
During  the  year  1935,  efforts  were  made  to  make  the  lists  more  complete  with 
the  result  that  the  names  of  85  cowkeepers  have  been  added  to  the  register.

On  31st  December,  1934,  there  was  only  one  farmer  holding  a licence  to 
produce  Grade  “ A ” milk.  During  the  year  226  licences  were  granted  by 
the  County  Council.  Before  granting  a licence  reports  are  made  to  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Committee  by  the  Agricultural  Organiser  and  his  staff  as  to  the 
methods,  plant  and  any  alterations  or  additions  required  to  the  premises. 
A Veterinary  Surgeon  reports  on  the  clinical  examination  of  the  cows.  The 
bacteriological  examination  of  the  milk  must  comply  with  the  necessary 
standard.  All  cows  are  required  to  be  ear-marked  and  a proper  register  of 
cows  in  the  herd  is  required  to  be  kept.

— Under  Section  8 of 
the  above  Act,  local  authorities  are  empowered  to  take  samples  of  milk  con- 
signed to  them  from  outside  areas.  If  any  of  these  samples  on  bacteriological 
examination  is  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli,  notice  to  this  effect  is  sent 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  area  in  which  the  milk  was  produced  and  it  then 
becomes  that  officer’s  duty  to  arrange  a veterinary  inspection  of  the  herd 
responsible  for  the  infected  milk.

Any  cow  showing  clinical  manifestation  of  tuberculosis  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  is  dealt  with  by  slaughter. 

Tuberculosis  Order. — During  the  year,  190  cows  were  dealt  with  under 
the  above  Order.  Of  these  37  were  found  to  be  not  amenable  and  153  were 
found  to  be  amenable  ; 148  were  slaughtered,  4 died  and  1 was  sent  to  the 
Research  Institute  at  Shinfield  under  special  licence  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fisheries. 

Laboratory  Work. — In  the  case  of  cows  suspected  of  tuberculous  disease 
of  the  udder,  samples  of  milk  are  taken  and  sent  to  the  National  Institute  for 
Research  in  Dairying,  Shinfield,  Reading,  where  they  are  examined  micro- 
scopically and  biologically.  Three  hundred  and  nineteen  samples  were  taken, 
30  of  which  were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli.
